Magnet 

The jittery Southerners recog- 
nize that the old magnet of sec- 
tionalism which for so long has 
held the South together in a one- 
party group, is much less strong 
than ever before. The modern eco- 
nomic South of more factories, 
more machines and fewer farms is 
being pulled closer and closer to 
the banks of the national main- 
stream, and sooner or later must 
enter it. For almost 90 years now 
Southern Democrats have hung 
their clothes on a hickory limb 
and not gone near the water, but 
the sun of that day is setting. 

A great sweep by Senator Ke- 
fauver might set up a two-party 
system in the South. And nowhere 
in the. South is that point more 
evident than in Republican-mind- 
ed Pinellas County. 

Ordinarily, one no more thinks 
ot Republican votes in the South 
than garden clubs in the Sahara. 
Yet, since 1940 the GOP presiden- 
tial vote in Southern states has in- 
creased by 50 per cent, a fact 
which is producing ground swells 
in Confederate burying grounds.

Where GOP reform 
has eome in the South it has came 
solely through the efforts of pio- 
neer, interested citizens. As a 
consequence there is basis for be- 
lief a real foundation already 
exists on which to build that long- 
talked-about two-party system. 

None of this is lost on Southern 
Democrats. It helps explain why 
there is a very real desire to hold 
the party together if it is at all 
possible to obtain a face-saving 
compromise. 

All this adds a new tabasco ele-

As Germany is the key 
to checkmating Russian expansionist moves 
in Western Europe, so Japan must provide 
the balance of power if Soviet domination 
of the Far East is to be prevented. 

Denunciation by the Reds of the Ameri- 
can-Japanese Security Pact, now in effect 
also, was to be expected, too. 


In the final analysis, Communist moves 
in Asia in recent months have been directed 
at the Japanese. The war in Korea was 
aimed at flanking them, with the intention 
of eventually bringing Asia’s greatest indus- 
trial power into the Communist orbit.

The Japanese Treaty, fostered by General 
MacArthur and brought into being by Repub- 
lican John Foster Dulles, is a big gamble by 
the American government. Its urgency can 
be gauged by the almost unanimous biparti- 
san support it received in Congress. 


The treaty is not one of revenge. It is 
designed to return Japan to maximum effec- 
tiveness in world affairs and world trade 
within the framework of the free nations. 
We depend on the fact that her present lead- 
ership is violently anti-Communist and that 
it has firmly aligned itself with the democra- 
cies of the West. 

The problems brought about by the return 
of sovereignty to our former enemy are both 
economic and military. Japan is an indus- 
trial nation. She must trade to live. She 
must find markets in Southeast Asia, Indo- 
nesia, India, and in the West. Inevitably 
she will find herself competing with the 
United States, Britain and other Western

Are Wise Choices 


Appointment of Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway 
to succeed General Eisenhower in Europe 
assures the West of continuity in outstanding 
leadership, political and military, in building 
the defenses of the free nations against the 
threat of Communist aggression. 

General Ridgway has demonstrated his 
ability as a military leader on the field of 
battle in checking and turning back the Chi- 
nese in Korea. In his deal- eee . 
ings with the Japanese and 
with other Far Eastern peo- 
ples, he has also demon- 
strated political sagacity and 
a keen understanding of 
world affairs and of the poli- 
cies of his government in 
containing the Reds every- 
where. 

We liked very much, too, 
General Ridgway’s reply to 
reporters recently when they 
asked him if he would ac- G¢” Ridgway 
cept the European command. “Don't be 
silly,” he was quoted. “I will go where I’m 
told.” 

That seems pretty good philosophy for a 
soldier serving a democracy. 

Some Americans as well as Europeans 
insisted that the command go to Eisenhower's 
deputy, General Gruenther. We are convinced 
of the latter’s ability, particularly as a diplo- 
mat and as an administrator. However, he 
has not earned the prestige which goes with 
command of troops in battle. It seems to us 
that since NATO is a military alliance, it 
would have been a mistake to do otherwise 
than the United States has done in naming 
a tried military leader to the post. We are 
delighted, however, that he also will have 
the able services of General Gruenther as 
his deputy. 

The appointment of Gen. Mark Clark to 
succeed Ridgway in Japan seems to be a wise 
one also. General Clark earned his plaudits 
in battle in Africa and Italy and his firm 
handling of the Reds in Austria as occupation 
commander confirmed his abilities in the 
field of diplomacy.

Belgium Retaliates 


Against Trade Barriers 


Belgium has notified the United States 
that tariff concessions granted the United 
States on industrial wax will be withdrawn 
because of United States’ increases in duties 
on fur for manufacture of hats. 

This is the beginning of retaliations, against 
the United States export program by coun- 
tries adversely affected by operation of the 
“escape clause’ in the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act. The action is important be- 
cause it indicates the barriers growing up 
in Western economic co-operation. It is also 
dangerous as the Soviet extends its economic 
war against the United States in free coun- 
tries throughout the world. 

Try as hard as we can, we can see nothing 
but success for the recent international trade 
conference in Moscow—success which we fur- 
ther each time we choke off trade with any 
nation which must trade to live. 

We have spent billions of dollars restoring 
European industry to enable them to produce 
the goods they need for their own livelihood 
and for export to build up balances with 
which to buy raw materials needed for 
minimum living standards. Most European 
countries, heavily populated, must trade in 
order to buy the food they need from other 
land ? 

Trade barriers between’ nations, as be- 


nations. To deny her these outlets is to drive 
her to trade with China and to closer asso- 
ciation with Communists. 

Japanese production is a potent weapon 
against Communist infiltration of the Asiatic 
regions where industry is not yet providing 
the goods for reasonable standards of living. ' 
This buying of raw materials and exchange 
of finished products is a blow at Soviet 


subversion.

We are faced with another problem. We 
have no alternative except to allow Japan 
to rearm. Unless we are willing to keep huge 
military forces in the area permanently, the 
Japanese must be allowed to build defensive 
strength for their own protection. 

Whatever else can be said for General 
MacArthur’s fine accomplishments in Japan, 
he exhibited marked naivete in forcing them 
to accept the Asiatic equivalent of the Mor- 
genthau plan in writing a provision into their 
new constitution forbidding rearmament on 
any scale. 

Our troubles in Europe have resulted from 
a destruction of the power balance formerly 
wielded by Germany between Russia and the 
West. Similar destruction of Japanese power 
in Asia, leaving her vast industrial empire at 
the mercy of the Communists, has presented 
us with the inevitable choice between our 
own self-interest in restoring her power or 
eventually letting her fall to the Reds. 

We think we have made the wise choice. 
In the light of postwar developments and 
the withdrawal of the restraining power of 
Britain in the Far East, a strong, friendly 
Japan is our best gamble in checking Com- 
munist aggression there. The mildness of 
the peace terms has been met with apparent 
gratitude and good feeling from the Japa- 
nese. This bodes well for the risks we 
have been forced to take.

A Gholston Plan 
For School Funds 


The old Gholston Plan for distribution of high- 
way funds—passed and then repealed without 
ever being put in effect—is being tossed back and 

forth by each side of the present dispute over a formula for dis- 


tribution of school funds. 


The Gholston formula would have speci- 


field by law the amount of money each county would get for highway 
building purposes, and the discretion of the State Highway Board 
would have been drastically curtailed. The plan originally was sub- 
mitted to the Legislature as a constitutional amendment and beaten. 
Later, it was beaten as a proposed law. 


State Sen. Vincent Jones, asso- 
ciate editor of The Jackson Prog- 
ress-Argus, is one of those who 
consistently backs both the Ghol- 
ston highway formula and also 
tle Senate (or Griffin) version 
of distributing by a rigid for- 
mula written into law the state 
school building funds. In an edi- 
torial, he protests that the Tal- 
madge administration demands 
states’ rights from the Federal 
Government but doesn’t give 
county rights from the state gov- 
ernment. The state administra- 
tion hits centralization of author- 
ity in Washington, but tries to cen- 
tralize power in Atlanta by beat- 
ing formulas which would put 
money into the counties. 


Governor Talmadge himself 
has taken no sides in the dis- 
pute. He made money avail- 
able when the Legislature was 
unable to agree. The money 
he made available by execu- 
tive order could not be distrib- 
uted by a rigid formula in law— 
because there was no law. It 
could be distributed only under 
the equalization provisior of 
the Minimum Foundation Pro- 
gram. 


Take the entire additional 
$5,000,000 being used as equali- 
zation money—and the State 
Board of Education and State 
Building Authority as the 
equalizers—this 1s the Hand plan 
for distributing the funds. The 
Hand plan does, as Jones con- 
tends, leave distribution of the 
funds to the ‘‘whims of the state 
administrators of the fund.”’ 


Just as Senator Jones consist- 
ently supports both the formula 
for road funds and school funds, 
so are there legislatom who con- 


sistently oppose both formulas 
and want the state boards to 
have elasticity in distributing 
state funds, claiming needs are 
greater in some aréas and emer- 
gencies arise. Some, however, 
favor the highway formula, and 
oppose the school formula. Others 
favor a formula for schools but 
fought the road formula law. 


The General Assembly defeat- 
ed a proposal to put the Ghol- 
ston formula into the Constitu- 
tion. They didn’t think a de- 
tailed rigid formula should be 
bound into this document which 
would require a vote of the peo- 
ple to change. Conditions change 
too rapidly for rigid formulas 
locked into a document that can 
be changed only once every two 
or four years. 

A Senate version of the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 
to distribute school building 
funds would have written a de- 
tailed formula into the Consti- 
tution. Opponents of this version 
today are asking the senators: 
“Would you favor writing the 
Gholston highway formula into 
the Constitution?’’ The two the- 
ories are identical. 

There is merit to distributing 
funds by a formula under law. 
If the Legislature meets in spe- 
cial session to approve a consti- 
tutional amendment for distribut- 
ing school building funds, how- 
ever, it should make the amend- 
mend a simple one. The people 
should not vote to give Podunk 
Center 15 cents, Turnip Patch 25 
cents and Lickskillet 50 cents 
next November and then have to 
rewrite this amendment quickly 
to readjust the distribution. The 
details should be left to the Legis- 
lature and state boards. -

German Plan 


Clarify Proposals, 


Note Asks Moscow |

WASHINGTON, April 28—The 
“United States, Britain and France 
have drafted a note to Moscow 
asking the Soviet Government to 
clarify its proposals for the elec-' 
tion of an all-German government. | 
The note is expected to be deliv- 
ered to the Kremlin within the 
next few days. 


In its notes of March 10 and 
April 9 of this year, the Soviet 
Union proposed the formation of 
an all-German government after 
“free elections’ and sought to give 
the impression the Kremlin fa-’ 
vored the unity of Germany while 
the Western powers favored the 
division of that country. 


PIN DOWN RUSSIA | 

The new Western note to Moscow | 
tries to pin down the Russians on 
what they mean by “free elec- 
tions’’—and particularly to discov-. 
er whether the Kremlin is pre- 
pared to grant in Eastern Ger- 
many and East Berlin the condi- 
tions that will really insure free 
elections. 


For example, it is the view of. 
this government that before there, 
ean be free elections in Germany 
all political parties—not just the 
Communists—must be free to con- 
duct an open election campaign. | 
It is also the view here that anti-| 
Communist politicians cannot con-. 
duct an effective campaign in 
Eastern Germany from prison 
cells. 
Accordingly, the three powers 
are now reliably reported to favor 
allowing a neutral commission— 
preferably but not necessarily a| 
United Nations commission—to de- 
fine the conditions necessary for 
free all-German elections. 


GREAT CARE TAKEN 

After detailed discussion of the 
terms of the note with the Adenaur 
government in Western Germany,| 
great care was taken by the West-| 
ern powers to avoid giving the 


impression that Washington, Lon-' 


don and Paris were using techni- 
calities to oppose free elections in 
Germany and that they were un- 


alterably opposed to a four-power 


discussion of the German unifica- 
tion problem. 

It is the view of the Western 
powers, however, that mere prom- 
ises of free elections and casual 
references to the rights of the pro- 
posed all-German government are 
not good enough. The conditions: 
for these elections must, in the 
judgment of officials here, be de- 
fined by a neutral commission and 
actually created in all areas of, 
Germany before negotiations can) 
proceed very far. 


U. 8. AGREES 


This government agrees with 
Chancellor Adenauer that it is bet- 
ter to have a somewhat longer ex- 
change of notes with the Russians 
and a short four-power conference 
on the procedure for all-German 
elections than a short, inadequate 
exchange of notes. and an inter- 
minable conference. 


For this reason, among others, 
the Western note ignores the ap- 
peals in the past two Soviet notes 
for an ‘‘urgent”’ settlement of these 
questions. Since the Russians have 
opposed the unjfication of Germany 
for several years, it is not quite 
clear to this government why it is 
now essential to produce an “‘ur- 
gent’’ settlement when the terms 
and procedure for the settlement 
have not even been defined. 

This procedure of ‘‘definition in 
advance” also serves another pur- 
pose. 

It gives the Western powers time 
to complete their negotiations with 
the West Germans for ending the 
U. S.-British-French occupation of 
that country and completing at 
least the executive end of the ne- 
gotiations to bring West Germany 
into the defense system of Western 
Europe.

Calisthenics are slimming but 
not reducing. There's a sizable 
difference. Slimming refers to 
inches . . . reducing to pounds.

New Fruit Freeze Method 
Syrup, Sugar 


Blends Corn 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
Fresh strawberries are just beginning to come into this market 
from Alabama. Since weather conditions have not been too good this 
source of supply will not be as productive as it was last year. How- 
ever, indications are Tennessee will have an unusually good crop. 


Within a few weeks these two 
states will hit their peak periods 
and homemakers interested in 
freezing berries, canning them or 
making those luscious preserves 
should be on the lookout. (There's 
just not enough Georgia berries 
to go around so don't plan on 
them.)

medium syrup like this: 1 cup 
water, % cup sugar, 4 cup 
white corn syrup. For a heavy 
syrup use 1 cup cold water, 24 
cup sugar, 25 cup white corn 
syrup. Combine water and sugar, 
stir until sugar is dissolved. 
Add corn syrup; mix well. Do 
not cook. In general prepare 
fruit as for table, using only per- 
fect fruit. Select sound, uniform, 
fully ripe fruit. Wash fruit in 
very cold or ice water. Drain. 
For apples, apricots, sweet 
cherries, peachcs and plums, 
add ascorbic acid to freezing 
syrup to help prevent discolora- 
tion. Dissolve 42 teaspoon as- 
corbic acid in 2 teaspoons cold 
water: add to syrup. Stir only 
enough to mix. Pack prenared 
fruit into containers. Use i’ to 
123 cups and +g to #3 cup syrup 
fruit for each pint container. 


FREEZING STRAWBERRIES 
Select firm, fully ripe berries, 
sorting carefully. Wash quickly 
but gently in ice water, not more 
than two quarts at a time. Drain 
thoroughly. Hull. Pack berries 
in containers. Cover with syrup.

Mirror of Your 
Mind

Is it easy to “‘sit down and 

write a letter?’’ 

Answer: Not for everybody. And 
the difficulty need not stem from 
lack of education. Sometimes it is 
just a matter of making a kind of 
effort to which one is unaccustomed 
or perhaps, with someone who 
writes for a living, which one is 
not going to be paid for. But as 
even the Romans realized, there is 
a finality about the written word 
which may be frightening to a per- 
son who dislikes to put himself in 
a position where he can be called 
to account, even if only for ex- 
pressing himself badly. The fact 
that a friend fails to write to you 
as often as you would like need 
not mean you are forgotten—he 
may merely have a “‘resistance’”’ to 
writing. 


May fear of an operation be 
neurotic? 


Answer: Decidedly. If you are 
told that youy‘‘need an operation,”’ 
you will be wise to get all the 
confirmation you can—perhaps to 
consult another doctor—and nobody 
can expect you to enjoy the pros- 
pect. But the horror of ‘‘the knife,” 
which fear still brings needless suf- 
fering and death to thousands eve 
ery year, is a relic of childhood. 
To the child, who knows nothing 
about death, the ultimate punish- 
ment is mutilation—indeed, some 
unlucky children are still: actually 
threatened with this. Hence the 
stronger the childish fear of pun- 
ishment still is in your unconscious 
mind, the harder it will be to see 
the surgeon as a friend who seeks 
to help you. 


Should mental clinics visit 
schools? 

Answer: The practice has proved 
very useful in the state of Dela- 
ware, reports Dr. Harry S. Howard 
of the Delaware State Hospital. 
Farnhurst. The Delaware Mental 
Hygiene Clinic now sends ‘‘psychi- 
atric teams”’ into the public schools 
to seek out children who are emo- 
tionally disturbed and disorganized. 
By this method, it is possible to 
correct the less serious cases with- 
out burdening the child with the 
stigma of being sent to a mental 
hospital and to “head off’ many 
potentially graver disturbances. No 
one knows how many. of the chil- 
dren whom teachers and parents 
call ‘‘dumb” and “incorrigible” are 


really in need of this kind of help.
